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Accurate Police Speedometers 


N A recent bulletin the American Automobile Association 
brings up a subject of very real interest to every man 
who owns and operates a motor vehicle—the need for abso- 
jute accuracy in the speedometers with which motorcycle 
policemen check the speeds of motor cars on the roads. The 
association makes the point that thousands of motorists 


have undoubtedly been fined hundreds of thousands of 
dollars unfairly because the speedometer on a policeman’s 


motorcycle has not been accurately adjusted. The organ- 
ization asks that official speedometers be adjusted twice a 
week and be brought back to absolute accuracy. 

The fact is that speedometers are not eternally accurate 
registering devices. They operate under particularly diffi- 
cult conditions and they are subject to wide and sudden 
changes. In one case cited, a motorist had been summoned 
to court for exceeding a certain speed limit by one or two 
miles. He fought the case and had the speedometer of the 
policeman tested, when it proved to be seven miles an hour 
faster than the actual speed made. 

The American Automobile Association makes the point 
that it is “the duty of the traffic policeman to protect | 
the public; to see that no individual imposes upon the rights | 
of nor endangers another. In virtually every municipality 
arbitrary speed limits have been established for motor 
vehicles, and in exceeding these the motorist is supposed to 
be imposing on the rights of other street users. Determi- 


nation of the fact that he is exceeding the speed limit, how- | 


ever, requires that the motorcycle officer’s speedometer be 
entirely accurate. If it is not, and it cannot be unless it is 
rigorously and regularly checked, the policeman is in the| 
position of imposing upon a large part of the public which | 
it is his duty to protect.” 

It seems to us that the American Automobile Associa- 
tion takes an absolutely sound position in this matter. 
As long as cities and states insist on maintaining an 
arbitrary speed limit it is absolutely essential that the 
instruments which determine when that limit has been 
passed should be accurate beyond shadow of a doubt. 
Dealer associations will do well to get behind this cam- 
paign against unfair fining of motorists. 


Getting the Crocks Off the Roads 


UT in St. Louis the automobile dealers have formed the 
Auto Dealers’ Salvage Company, which has as its 
avowed object removing mechanically unsound motor 


vehicles from the streets. 

It is claimed that up to this time junk dealers in St. 
Louis have been buying some 4,000 motor cars, putting them 
in some approximation of running shape and selling them 
back to the public. That such vehicles are dangerous on the 
streets of a big city cannot be gainsaid. 

The salvage company will buy in these junk cars, 
assemble them and resell] such parts as may be useful.

Being Installed in 
New York Garage 





EW YORK, Aug. 13.— The 

newest application of traffic 
signal controls will make its first 
appearance when the new Cadil- 
lac Garage, located on Columbus 
Avenue between 62d and 63d 
Streets, opens for business this 
month. 

In the maintenance service shop 
one of the features of the latest 
electrical fixtures and conveniences 
which have been installed is the use 
of traffic signals for cars entering 
and leaving the test floor, which is 
in the basement, by means of the 
ramps which enter from the street. 

Near the entrance of the ramps 
on 62d and 63d Streets is located 
a vertical two-section bracket sig- 
nal showing red and green, and at 
the foot of the ramp entering from 
either street is located a horizontal 
bracket signal which is fastened to 
an overhead beam. On an adjacent 
wall a General Electric drum 

itch has been installed to control 

e lights. 

The signals are so connected that 
when a car is entering from the 
street, a green indication will show 
in the vertical bracket signal and 
a red in the horizontal signal, in- 
dicating its approach to the cars| 
leaving the test floor. On their re-| 
turn, the reverse signal is given to 
warn incoming traffic. 

The doors are electrically oper- 
ated by means of a control operated | 
by a G-E switch so that when the} 
doors are closed the signal will shut | 
off regardless of the position of the | 
drum control switch. This allows/| 
the operator to throw whatever in- 
dication he desires on his signal 
and then open the door and have 
the lights come on at the same time. 

Traffic may move in both direc- 
tions without the possibility of an 
accident with such equipment, it is 
claimed.
